but ia doing so they will have to sustain 
heavy losses and make great sacrifices.

in knowing that they saved their country from 
tho worst foe France has ever known—viz., 
the lawless of her own citizens—the French-

Declaration of Paris of 1S5G. The Declara- 
tion of Paris says that a neutral flag covers tha 
cargo in war. It struck, away England's 
assumption of the right of naval search and 
afforded an honorable freedom, with an open- 
ing for legitimate trada profits, to American 
vessels during periods of European convul- 
sions from the struggle of Old World wars, 
The declaration has been, consequently, dis- 
tasteful to Great Britain ever since the very 
moment of its amnnalion. A strong Englialt 
parliamentary party wishes tho Qaeen's gov- 
ernment to withdraw from it.
